According to the DELTA ROUTE, A History of the Columbus 
and Greenville Railway, by Louis R. Saillard, the railroad was 
not completed during this period due to a lack of monies. A

He married Sarah (Sadie) FE. TODZWER, on the 26 April, 1874 in 
Algiers, Orleans Parish, Louisiana.

Joseph B. NICHOLS died in New York City in 1913. 


Sometime around 1880 they moved back to Algiers, Louisiana and 
were living with Sarah's mother, Sarah Jane TODZWER. Sarah E. 
NICHOLS died in Algiers on the 5 December, 1881. 


His son, Joseph B. NICHOLS, was taken to New York City by his 
grandmother, Sarah Jane TODZWER ca. 1885. Sarah J. TODZWER died 
in New York City in 1895. Her will, which was executed in New 
Orleans, suggests that Joseph H. NICHOLS was deceased. 


I have not been able to find any information before or after the 
period between 1873 and 1881. A search of Civil War Pension 
Records for all the Confederate States has turned up several 
Joseph and Joseph H NICHOLS, but no connection can be made. 


I normally would not write such a lengthy letter, but feel it is 
necessary aS a name may not mean that much, but the background 
may be of more help to someone. I am hoping that one of your 
members may be searching the NICHOLS surname and may be able to 
help me find that missing connection.
